EUROPES NEW “WEUTRALISTS 


THE DUST MOVES EAST 


Last week a strange gray haze hung a million 
square miles in area over the island chain of 
Hawaii, causing great speculation. Some said 
it was atomic dust, but Geiger counters proved 
them false, Others surmised that it was con- 
nected with Mauna Loa’s eruption or with 
giant dust storms in Africa. The prosaic weather 
bureau claimed its cause was fine particles of 
ocean salt and impurities trapped by warm air. 
We have another idea. We recall that Mr. Ache- 
son remarked not so very long ago that his pol- 
icy in China was to wait for the dust to settle. 
Could it be that the dust of Mr. Acheson's 
China policy has refused to settle and has now 
moved eastward to remind him that it is later 
than he thinks in Southeast Asia? 


TITOIST BEES 


‘A news dispatch from Vienna informs us that 
the bees of Czechoslovakia aren’t producing 
much honey for the Czechoslovak Commu- 
nists. They did much better when Czecho- 
slovakia was a democratic capitalist state. 
Since the bees are Communists, too, we can only 
conclude that Titoism is at work in the hives. 
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“Neutralism” is the popular new word in 
Europe. Its devotees, the "neutralists," are 
a growing party in practically every West 
European country. The “neutralists” want 
to sit it out in case of war between the U.S. 
and Russia. Born of the cold war, the phe- 
nomenon of European neutralism is some- 
thing that must be reckoned with in the 
continuing evolution of U.S. foreign policy. 
It could be dangerous. But if "neutralism" 
in its present connotations is analyzed a bit, 
the menace shrinks to proportions that 
should be manageable. 

Like “isolationism,” neutralism covers a 
multitude of attitudes. Some European neu- 
tralists are undoubtedly defeatists; others 
believe in varying degrees of appeasement 
of Stalinist bullying tactics. Some use the 
word to рен a grudge against the U.S. 
A few professed neutralists may be secret 
Communists who employ the word for their 
own nonneutral ends. But the newest brand 
of neutralist in Europe is neither a defeatist 
nor an appeaser nor a secret Communist. 
He is simply a person who has come to take 
hope that Europe can be made strong enough 
to stand on its own feet. As such, he is a har- 
binger of good things, an indication of re- 
viving European health and aplomb. 

In ‘France the new neutralist is responsi- 
ble for much of the steam behind the drive 
for the Schuman plan: obviously a strong 
Franco-German steel industry ‘would do 
much toward making Europe a self-sufficient 
entity. Since it is precisely the aim of such 
U.S. policies as the Marshall Plan to pro- 
mote a Europe capable of standing on its 
own feet, this particular drive of the new 
French neutralist is to be commended. In 
Western Germany the new neutralist is a 
somewhat more worrisome phenomenon. 


But the German neutralist in the Rhine- 
land doesn’t worry the Germans in the 
Western sectors of Berlin, where there are 
no neutralists. “If we can take care of the 
Reds out here,” said a prominent Berlin 
German official recently, “we can handle 
the neutralists back there.” 

е new European neutralist is on the 
U.S. side precisely insofar as he works to 
make Europe a genuine world force. The 
neutralist is, however, the victim of an il- 
lusory analysis of the nature of the struggle 
between Russia and the U.S. if he thinks it 
can at any moment cease to involve him. A 
strong Europe, so the neutralist argues, 
could stand aloof in the event that the cold 
war between Russia and the U.S. passes over 
into hot war. But this is to assume that the: 
U.S. has some special quarrel of its own with 
Russia. The U.S. quarrel with Russia is Eu- 
rope's quarrel—and humanity's. 

е plain fact of the matter is that the 
cold war has little immediate meaning apart 
from Europe’s own integrity. There will be 
no hot war between Russia and the U.S. for 
Europe to stay out of unless Russia bids for 
world domination by grabbing either Eu- 
rope or Southeast Asia. 

A liberal Dutch journal, the Nieuwe Rot- 
terdamse Courant, puts the case succinctly, 
"Europe's weakness, Southeast Asia's VeL 
ness," says the Courant, "are the cause of 
the cold war." (The italics are ours.) It fol- 
lows, therefore, that a Europe strong enough 
to stand on its own feet and to project its 
strength into Indo-China and Indonesia 
would automatically remove the cause. It 
is for this reason that the new European 
neutralists need not worry the U.S. unduly 
just so long as they continue to work for а. 
powerful and united European community. 


THE RIGHT OF PETITION 


There is a-big to-do in Congress about the 
“lobbying” activities of 166 leading U.S. 
corporations. On June 1 the House Com- 
mittee on Lobbying Activities gave the heads 
of these corporations 15 days to fill out me- 
ticulous reports of expenditures on travel 
to Washington, on contributions and on 
advertising dealing with public issues. 

In this connection we happened to look 
up Article I of the U.S. Bill of Rights. "Соп- 
gress,” so the law reads, “shall make no law 
abridging the right of the people peaceably 
to assemble, and to petition the Government 
for a redress of grievances.” In the old days, 
prior to the Civil War, people took this right 
quite literally. Abolitionists flooded Con- 

with petitions to legislate an end to the 
grievance” of slavery. In the 1830s the nor- 
mal business of Congress was often tied up 
for weeks as Southern representatives tried 
to stop the receipt of abolitionist petitions 
from New England. 

Today the direct petitioning of Congress 
has gone out of fashion. It saves time and 
energy for everybody when President C. B. 
Randall of the Inland Steel Company, for 
example, goes down to Washington to see 


Senator Paul Douglas. In speaking to Sena- 
tor Douglas, Mr. Randall has presumably 
exercised his constitutional right of petition. 
But, according to Congressman Buchanan, 
head of the House Committee on Lobbying. 
Activities, there is apparently something 
nefarious about Mr. Randall’s visit. 

Since Buchanan is out to "get" business 
for advertising its point of view on public 
issues, we can suggest to him a prime culprit. 
We refer to the Revere Copper and Brass Со. 
In the New York Times for June 13, 1950, 
Revere offered a paid advertisement attack- 
ing the idea of a copper tariff. 

Personali: we welcome this sort of "pe- 
titioning,” and not merely because it fills the 
tills of the newspaper industry. Copper users 
everywhere have a right to know what Re- 
vere thinks of a tax on imported copper. It’s 
their business as well as Revere’s. Inciden- 
tally, the fact that important segments of 
business are coming over to free trade is news 
in itself. Boss Grundy, high priest of pro- 
tectionism, was recently licked in Pennsyl- 
vania by Governor Duff. We choose to in- 
terpret his defeat as a symbol of a healthy 
national change of mind on tariffs.

RESCUE ON THE RIVER 


Four die, four are saved when boat goes over dam 


Near Pittsburgh a nightmare familiar to everyone who has ever sailed 
on a river actually happened on June 11. A little cabin cruiser, carrying 
four meh and two women on a midnight jaunt on the Allegheny, got lost 
in the dark and was swept over an 11-foot dam. Miraculously, the boat 
landed upright at the foot of the falls, but it was quickly sucked against 
the dam by the backwash. For seven hours the boat was trapped there, 
pounded by tons of water while the passengers fought to hang on. They 
could not go below deck because the boat was half submerged and they 
were afraid to jump overboard and swim because of the backwash, One 
man tried it and was pulled exhausted from the water after two hours 
during which he made no pr at all. Each time he bobbed to the sur- 
face and caught his breath, the falling water pushed him under once more. 
By dawn both women and one man had lost their grip on the boat and 
drowned. The survivors, rapidly growing weaker, watched one rescue at- 
tempt after another fail and one rescuer die. But finally the diesel-powered 
towboat D.A.B. (named for Daniel A. Burt, a steel executive) nosed i 
way up to the cruiser and took them off. Then the D.4.D. itself, minutes 
after completing the rescue, capsized and was pounded to bits by the falls.

SEAGOING ROCKET 


Viking rises 106 miles from the deck of a ship 


Last month, on the Pacific equator, the U.S.S. Norton Sound launched 
the most formidable missile ever fired from a ship at sea: a 50-foot, 534- 
ton Viking rocket. The huge projectile rose slowly out of a swirling 
cloud of flame and steam, shaking off the heavy frost condensed on its 
sides by the subzero cold of the liquid oxygen it carried to burn its alco- 
hol (opposite page). In 30 seconds the Viking was only a speck of flame 
in the clear sky. At the end of 74 seconds, when its fuel ran out, it was 
climbing at 3,500 mph and had sufficient momentum to coast verti- 
cally to a height of 106.4 miles—a record for single-stage American 
rockets and a close second to the 114-mile altitude reached by the much 
bulkier German V-2. During the Viking’s flight a battery of instru- 
ments packed into its war head radioed back 50 kinds of data, some 
about the rocket's performance, some about cosmic-ray activity and 
the upper atmosphere. Since the announced purpose of the launching 
was to obtain such information, the scientists aboard had reason to be 
pleased. The Navy members of the expedition were happy too: they 
had proved for the first time that big rockets, capable of carrying A- 
bombs several hundred miles, could be launched from thedeck of a ship.

On the Great Icecap 


SCIENTISTS PROBE GREENLAND’S FROZEN CENTER 


Covering almost all of the hu, 
twice the size of Texas and a mile thick, held 
mountains that form a natural bowl. E; 
thesurface inthemiddle of the icecap and press 
the snow from previous years into a rock-hard 
frozen mass. Only near the outer edges does 
the great cap ever thaw. 

This huge block of supercooled ice affects 
the rest of the world much as an open-doored 
refrigerator affects a room in which it stands. 
Scientists have long suspected that Gree! 
1 ap manufactures much of the bad 
weather that sweeps over Europe and perhaps 
over the entire Northern Hemisphere. But to 
verify this theory, they needed daily on-the- 
spot reports of icecap weather conditions. To 
get them, Arctic Explorer Paul Emile Victor, 
with French government backing, organized 
a scientific expedition and set out to establish 
a year-round observation post at the center 
of the inland ice. Only one other party, com- 
posed of five men who ventured onto the cap 
by dog sled in 1930, had ever before set up an

Alps. Early in the spring of 1949 a Norwegian 
freighter carried them up ice-packed Davis 
Strait (map, left) and after a few exploratory 
stops dropped them at the point where the 
glacier-croded coastal mountains are lowest 
and easiest to cross. The men named this jump- 
off spot Port Victor after their leader. Then, 
using U.S. Army surplus Weasels instead of 
dog teams, the party started the dangerous 
climb up the mountainside to reach the wind- 
swept ice plateau. The color photographs on 
the following pages, taken by the members of 
the expedition, show how they succeeded in 
crossing the barren icecap and constructing an 
elaborate weather station beneath its surface 
despite surprise blizzards, falls through the 
ice and the blinding glare of the 24-hour sun.

The expedition traveled in aluminum sleds 
and insulated trailer-labs pulled by the am- 
phibious Weasels. The first 60 miles of the trek 
eastward, in the region of soft ice and moun- 
tains were slowest and the most dangerous. 
The party could advance only a few miles a day, 
driving over ice-covered lakes and treacherous 
snow bridges spanning thaw-rivers and cre- 
vasses. In places hanging cableways had to be 
rigged to lift the caravan up steep slopes. At last 
the little orange trains climbed onto the edge of 
the mile-high central icecap, and the final 260- 
mile dash began. It was summer in Greenland 


ORANGE CARAVAN is powered by amphibious 
Weasels (first, fourth and seventh vehicles), which 


so temperatures never dropped under 43° be- 
low zero and sometimes got as high as 8° above. 
Normal day and night schedules were forgot- 
ten as the caravan pushed on under the 24-hour 
sun, pausing only when the men needed rest 
or the vehicles needed repairs.

THEY SPEND WINTER 
IN SUNKEN STATION 


Hurrying to complete their base before the Arctic winter arrived, the 
scientists dug a maze of interconnected trenches and pits in the cap’s 
hard crust (below) with ice axes and shovels. They buried the trailer- 
labs so that only the roofs showed at the surface and in the largest of the 
pits constructed a heavily insulated 16x26-foot hut. Next they sawed 
building blocks from the ice and covered all the trenches with arched 
ice roofs (right). 

Tn late August, as the Arctic summer faded, all but eight of the men 
headed back to Port Victor. Those who stayed had volunteered to live 
under the ice until spring. For a few minutes every day they donned 14 
layers of clothing and went outside to gather ice samples and read the 
weather instruments mounted on the observation ladder. A kerosene 
stove kept their main hut at shirtsleeve temperature and a set of three 
dynamos generated electricity for lamps and radios. The favorite recrea- 
tion was listening to the short-wave radio and to a phonograph record 
of French hunting horns, which in their frozen white world reminded 
them of the green forests of home. 

All winter the icecap was dark and the temperature fell to —86°, but 
the station radioed four weather reports a day to Paris. Last week, as re- 
placements for the isolated eight trekked in to carry on until 1951, it was 
still too early for any final scientific conclusions. But the station’s first- 
year reports seemed to verify one old theory: that storms usually blow 
over western Europe when the air pressure over Greenland’s icecap rises.

ANATOMY LESSON 


A teacher uses nudes and skeletons 
to explain art of drawing human form 


Art students’ most difficult hours are invaria- 
bly spent in drawing the human figure. To help 
them along, art instructors have meticulous- 
ly worked out ways of understanding and por- 
traying the nude form. On these four pages Lire 
shows the basic principles of the method devised 
by one of the country’s leading teachers of art, 
Robert Beverly Hale of New York’s Art Stu- 
dents League, who is also an associate curator 
of the Metropolitan Museum. 

In his nine years of teaching Hale has found 
that beginners tend to concentrate on the ex- 
ternals of the body, producing formless “snap- 
shots of their models.” They exaggerate famil- 
iar details such as breasts and eyelashes, omit 
equally important parts like the adductor mass 


, RIB CAGE MASS 


“(inside of thigh) and the metatarsal head ad- 
joining the big toe. To correct this, Hale, dem- 
onstrating with a skeleton and a nude model, 
breaks the body down into what he calls simple, 
three-dimensional masses, such as the rib cage 
and pelvic masses above. To indicate the direc- 
tion in which a body mass is thrust, he draws 
a circle around the mass and passes an arrow 
through the circle, as in the skeleton’s upraised 
arm. Then he elaborates on simple masses by 
adding détails of the muscles (following pages). 
When Hale has finished his demonstrations and 
painstaking description of bones and muscles, 
his students no longer stumble over anatomi- 
cal problems and can, he says, “gracefully state 
the spiritual message behind their drawing.”

In 1943 the Hagels gave up full-time photography to live on a ranch in California. 

A few months ago they went back to visit Fellbach, the town in southwestern 
Germany where they were born. They had not been there for 20 years and this is 
their report on the return. It is the report of two people who belong to the most 
unsettled and disillusioned generation of our century: the generation which grew 
up in Germany during the hardships of the first war, through the bitterness of 
the postwar years and into the shame of Nazism. The Hagels had left Germany 
before the Nazis, whom they abhorred, came to full power. Why did they leave? 
"The bickering and the worrying at home,” they explain, "the death pangs of an 
outlived way of life. We saw the world with Germany left out in the darkness.” 

Why did they go back? “Why does anyone ever go back to the place one was 
born, All during the Hitler years we were ashamed of Germany, of every new act 
of terror. It was as if our own father, mother, brother, sister had turned into tor- 
turers and assassins. But how can you disown people from whom you stem?” 

What did they expect to find? “We went with fear. . . ." 

What the Hagels did find is told, in their own words and pictures on the follow- 
ing pages—"‘a story of ordinary people of the lower middle class, the kind who 
once formed the broad base of Hitler's support—kinfolk and schoolmates.” 

Others have gone to Germany and seen different things—more hope, more dan- 
ger. But few have looked with the troubled intensity of these two, who make their 
report on their homeland “with a feeling of emptiness in the pit of the stomach.”

"My sister Emina,” says Hansel, “was incurably ill with heart 
ease, brought on by a stroke she suffered during a bombing attack 
the Stuttgart railway station where she was waiting for her fiancé to 
come home on a furlough. During the last days of the war, the fiancé 
was shot in the back of the head while trying to escape from his unit 
ma's bicycle, Until her breakdown Emma had been an efficient 
and capable secretary and bookkeeper for a chemical manufacturer.

During the war he had Russian girl slave laborers to carry the heavy 
tiles up the two- and three-story buildings but now he works alone. In 
the early Nazi years he was a storm trooper. His business brought him 
good money and he for years made monthly payments on a Volkswagen. 
Like thousands of other Germans he never got the car. ‘Never have a 
people been cheated like us Germans,” he grumbles. ‘Whoever wants 
more war should be strung up on the nearest lamppost.””

She looked up 
thumb-sucking and read with mounting dis- 
may: “When persisted in it may produce a 
misshapen mouth or fingers . . . and it may 
lead to thrush or other forms of infection of 
the mouth." And further: " [It] may be often 
controlled by wearing mittens or by winding 
a strip of adhesive plaster about the finger. 
In more obstinate cases it may be necessary 
to confine the elbows by small pasteboard 
splints. ... The hands should be fastened 
to the sides during sleep.”

A few weeks later, for no apparent reason, Johnny stopped suck- 
ing his thumb. At about the same time the friendly librarian sent 
over a book that had just been added to the medical shelf, Psycho- 
logic Care During Infancy and Childhood by Drs. Ruth and Harry 
Bakwin. It was marked at the section on thumb-sucking, and Mrs. 
Jones opened it and read, “Thumb-sucking has no effect on palatal 
configuration. Occasionally it displaces the teeth, but teeth dis- 
placed in this way are readily replaced or resume their normal 
positions spontaneously when the habit is discontinued, since the 
jaws continue to grow normally.” 

"Isn't that wonderful,” she sighed to herself. “His teeth haven't 
been hurt at all." Then she quickly turned to the index, found the 
"Ns," and began to run her finger down the list, rather gingerly, 
since the finger tip was quite sore.

Since there are some 40 
million children in the U.S. under the age of 15; and since each of 
them has at least one disagreeable habit or behavior pattern, and 
more likely, several; and since the median of children per family is 
two: it therefore stands to reason that roughly 40 million U.S. parents 
are in more or less of a quandary. Not many of them take the 
amount of trouble that Mrs. Jones did and hence do not become 
as confused as she did. However, it takes no more than an evening 
among the young married set to sense that there is a mass anxiety 
among literate parents as to what to do and what not to do with, 
for, to and about their children, 

Parental anxiety is not new, to be sure, going back at least as 
far as Adam and Eve, whose first son Cain was badly maladjusted. 
But it is new, or at least recent, in kind. Only a lifetime ago, when 
an estimated one out of four babies born in the U.S, died within the 
first year, it was a triumph merely to have raised a child. Survival 
was the main concern; and “good character,” although by no means 
neglected, was assumed to be the result of “good influences,” forti- 
fied by the Bible at one end and a birch rod at the other. The empha- 
sis has been changing for several decades past and among many 
parents has been reversed, as a result of two developments

euroses-neure 
E has been the amazing progress of medicine, which has re- 
d infant and child mortality to levels that would have been 
hard to imagine 70 years ago. The other has been the rise of psy- 
chiatry, whose best-known pioneer, Sigmund Freud, was forming 
his early theories at about the same time that methods were being 
developed for immunization against diphtheria. Gradually, as 
parents came to take for granted good physical health in their 
children, it was possible to afford the luxury of worrying more 
about their mental health. As the psychiatrists soon made clear, 
there was plenty to worry about. Infantile heads turned out, in 
their findings, to be full of the most unpleasant ideas which, if not 
channeled constructively, produced crippling neuroses in later life. 
The modern mother soon became nervously aware that "behavior 
is caused" —i.e., that when Junior pegged the rock at the corner 

oliceman it may well have been because she had toilet-trained 
fim foo sternly." The later development of “psychosomatic, medi 
cine” —the study of physical disabilities caused by psychological 
troubles—increased her anxiety. The final result might be thought 
of, in the language of the times, as а “neuroses-neurosis”; that is, 
a neurosis brought on by excessive fear of neuroses. 

Like many other neuroses, the "neuroses-neurosis" may be 
traced back in part to feelings of frustration and uncertainty. For 
example, it is possible to drive a rat crazy by putting him in a 
maze, changing the exit as soon as he has learned the way out, 
changing the new exit when he has learned his way to that one; 
and so on. Similarly, a parent who reads that this is the way to 
raise well-adjusted children, only to read somewhere else that 
that is the way, and to discover elsewhere that another way is 
better, may soon give up in befuddlement and relieve his feelings 
of resentment by fetching the child a smack on the ear, which all 
authorities agree is wrong. The possibilities for total confusion in 
child-rearing can be appreciated from the following fact: a mother 
who had her first child in 1930, when she was 20, and her last when 
she was 40, in 1950, would, by following the practices most widely 
advised at each time, bring them up by exactly opposite psycho- 
logical methods.

of Illinois recently published, in the Journal of Pediatrics, an anal- 
ysis covering the years from 1890 to 1949. Of the early years, she 
noted, “This was the day when Mother knew best; there was no 
book, no scientific authority to shake her maternal self-confidence, 
and she could tend her flock with the calm assurance that her ‘in- 
stincts’ were right.” She was urged (in 61% of the articles) to estab- 
lish a good Christian atmosphere in the home, to be “good, honest, 
cheerful, and orderly because whatever kind of behavior she por- 
raye, the child would imitate”: 10 allow а good deal of froeloni 
of choice, to reward good behavior and, when these tactics failed, 
pray for divine intervention. This formula survived through the 
turn of the century, when one authority wrote in the Ladies Home 
Journal, “Love, petting, and indulgence will not hurt a child if at

the same time he is taught to be unselfish and obedient. Love is the 
mighty solvent.” By 1910, however, love and indulgence were being 
looked at with a good deal of suspicion, and mothers were being ad- 
vised to put their children on a strict schedule and to punish them 
when they did wrong. Since the new science of child psychology had 
as yet produced no evidence to support these ideas, the change is 
rather mysterious. Dr. Stendler guesses that it was the result of the 
general urge for “reform” that was in the air: trusts were being bust- 
ed, railroads were being regulated, and babies came in for their share 
of it. In any case the trend went on through the '20s and into the 
7305, greatly strengthened by then, however, through the emer- 
ped of a brand-new, "scientific," guaranteed up-to-date psycho- 
logical discovery called Behaviorism, whose founder and prophet 
was John B. Watson. 


Dr. Watson's heir-con ng 
'ATSON, a professor of psychology at Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity, had tested many newborn and very young babies and 

had found to his own satisfaction that the human infant is born with 

only three emotions: fear, at being dropped or hearing a loud noise; 
love, at being caressed; and anger, at being physically restrained. 

For the rest, Watson maintained, he was а lump of damp clay, ready 

to take any imprint that might be pressed on him. His parents thus 

became almost wholly responsible for his fate: they could make him 

a genius (in any field they wished) or a dolt, a psychopath ora happy, 

confident exemplar of good adjustment. Since adult affairs are run 

by the clock, Watson said, the sooner the baby learned respect for 
routine the better: hence he should be put on an early and rigid 
schedule for sleeping, eating and elimination. And since the world is 
often a pretty tough place, he should be “conditioned” to rely on no 
one but himself—no cuddling, no petting, no quarter given in any 
direction. “There is a sensible way of treating children,” Watson 
wrote. "Treat them as though they were young adults. . . . Let your 
behavior always be objective and kindly firm. Never hug and kiss 
them, never let them sit on your lap. If you must, kiss them once on 
the forehead when they say goodnight. Shake hands with them in 
the morning. ... When the child can crawl, give it a sandpile and be 
sure to dig some holes in the yard so it has to crawl in and out of 
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them. Let it learn to overcome difficulties almost from the moment 
of birth. . . . If your heart is too tender and you must watch the 
child, make yourself a peephole so that you can see it without being 
seen, or use a periscope. . . . Most mothers should be indicted for 
psychological murder. . . . It is a serious question іп my mind wheth- 
er there should be individual homes for children—or even whether 
children should know their own parents. . . . In 50 years there will 
be no such thing as marriage. . . .” 

Behaviorism suited the temper of the streamlined *20s and was a 
huge popular success. Watson himself went on to a rich, new life as 
a vice president of the J. Walter Thompson advertising agency. It 
should be added that he made little impression on the practice of 

tries, if only because pediatricians had not yet begun to con- 
cern themselves much with psychological care. The enormous in- 
fluence of his ideas on child-guidance advisers, however, is indicated 
in Dr. Stendler’s tabulation for 1920 and 1930: n the former year, the 
“keep-a-strict-schedule, let"em-ery-itout" theory was expressed 
in 100% of the articles, and in 1930, 75% 

The remaining 25% in 1930 introduced what then seemed a dar- 
ing conception. It was that babies need love and affection. As de- 
veloped over the next two decades, this theory sprouted corollaries: 
that outright “mothering” and “cuddling” were good for the child; 
that each child is an individual, and should not be strait-jacketed 
by a preconceived schedule; that a good deal of freedom is desirable; 
that a happy, orderly, morally integrated home life (not unlike the 
“Christian atmosphere" of the '90s) is the best possible guarantee 
that a child will grow up with a well-adjusted personality. Dr. Sten- 
dler's final tabulation (1948-49) finds this belief endorsed by 100% 
of the experts. Thus in the popular literature, the only kind that 
reaches most parents, the cycle would seem to be nearly complete. 


The theories and the faets 


HE average citizen, inclined to accept "scientific discoveries" 

at face value, may well ask how this happened. If Watson was 
right in 1920: hy not in 1950? The answer would seem to be that 
he never was right but was the enthusiastic victim of his own mis- 
takes, from which he leaped to very large and totally unwarranted 
generalizations. Later experimenters, in seeking to verify his find- 
ings, not only failed to do so but often found results that were exactly 
contrary to his. "Surely then,” the citizen may ask, “if Watson is 
wrong, is not the latest theory based on solid, demonstrable fact?” 
And the answer is that in many instances it is not. 

Much of it is, instead, based on fragmentary and sometimes con- 
flicting evidence, plus a large amount of inference and deduction. 
Last year, in the Psychological Bulletin, Yale Anthropologist Har- 
old Orlansky examined some of the basic theories of the new doc- 
trine to see whether they were supported by scientific data. Briefly 
summarized, this is what he found: 

THEORY That the emotional health of a child is benefited if he 
is breast-fed instead of bottle-fed, and if he is allowed to nurse as 
long and as often as he wishes. 

The evidence is conflicting on both counts. Other things being 
equal, breast-feeding appears to be advantageous, although not 
decisively so. If standards of hygiene in a home are not high, or if. 
the mother is emotionally disturbed or has any tendency to reject 
the child, bottle-feeding probably is better. As for “self-demand” 
nursing, only two controlled experiments have been reported, with 
results exactly opposite to each other. 

тнєонү That "mothering"—overt forms of affection such as 
cuddling and petting—is necessary to give a child a sense of emo- 
tional security. 

There is a good deal of evidence to support this view, but not 
enough, Orlansky thinks, to justify the “rhapsodic” extremes to 
which some experts carry it. And again, there are examples to the 
contrary: “Until they are one year old, the Albanian children are 
bound securely to a wooden cradle customarily placed in the dark- 
est corner of the room, often with a cloth thrown over their heads 
so that no light is visible. . . . [Yet] their social behavior, as meas- 
ured by responses to the experimenters in a series of standardized 
tests, was equal or superior to the norms for Viennese children of 
the same age.” 

THEORY That early toilet-training makes a child stingy, petty 
and overmeticulous, whereas late training gives him a lasting sense 
of freedom and spontaneity 

This is one of the basic “discoveries” of Freud, some of whose 
followers erected a whole theory of Western civilization on it. How- 
ever, there is almost no experimental evidence to support it. 

THEORY That if a child is frustrated he will grow up with feel- 
ings of hostility and aggression. 
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There is documentation for the general idea, but almost none to 
show how much or what kinds of frustration can be borne without 
damage. Obviously every child must undergo some frustration. He 
must be frustrated from drinking iodine and embracing strange 
dogs, and later on from spending all his time with the radio and 
comic books. “The big scientific problem,” Orlansky says, “is how 
to estimate by objective means the extent to which any single situ- 
ation, as well as the whole of childhood experience, may be consid- 
ered weighted in the direction of frustration or in the direction of 
satisfaction.” 

THEORY That the formation of the human personality begins at 
birth and that its final form is determined largely by the events of 
the first 18 months, or at most, the first few years. 

This is a Freudian view and is most popular among doctrinaire 
followers of that school. Some of them carry the chain of logic back

to the moment of conception and maintain that the nine months 
of intra-uterine experience have a profound influence on the gestat- 
ing psyche, culminating in the terrifying experience of birth. The 
true believer would find nothing surprising in Salvador Dali's re- 
mark to his dinner companion, a young lady of gentle sensibilities, 
"Ро you remember leaving your mother's womb? I do. It was 
dreadful—as if I were dropped in space through a deep red sky, 
carried by a torn parachute.” 

Perhaps needless to say, there is no experimental evidence at all 
to support the intra-uterine view. Only one investigation of the 
"birth trauma" theory has been made, with inconclusive results. 
There is data to show that the earliest infantile experiences may 
make the deepest impression, and to that extent the Freudian 
thesis is supported, but there is equally convincing evidence that 
the personality continues to grow, not merely through the next 
months and years of babyhood and childhood, but for an indeter- 
minate number of years thereafter. Dr. Karen Horney sums it 
up in New Ways in Psychoanalysis, ". . . The sum total of child- 
hood experiences brings about a certain character structure, or 
rather starts its development. With some persons this develop- 
ment essentially stops at the age of five. With some it stops in ado- 
lescence, with others around 30, with a few it goes on until old age." 

Summarizing the evidence in 1947 at a meeting of pediatricians 
and psychiatrists, Dr. Milton J. E. Senn of Yale said, "The meager 
amount of reliable and useful information about psychological 
growth . . . should be disquieting to the leaders of American pedi- 
atrics. . . . The period of infancy and early childhood appears to 
have yielded relatively few facts to the pediatric practitioner con- 
cerning emotional growth [and] the period of later childhood up to 
puberty has been still less productive. This lack of information 
about psychological development is evident in all literature dealing 
with children, even in the literature in the field of general education.” 

In other words, there is very little indeed about the emotional 
life of children that can be proved one way or the other. Evidence is 
accumulating, but of necessity it is a slow job. A geneticist, working 
with fruit flies, can trace cause and effect through as many as 30. 
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generations in a year, but a pediatric-psychiatrist must wait for 
years or decades before he can hope to find cause and effect in even 
one generation; nor can he ever hope (short of a Brave New World 
dictatorship) to apply the controlled conditions of the laboratory 
to even one human being for the length of time necessary to insure 
the validity of his results. The nearest approach to a living labora- 
tory is at Rochester, Minn., where a majority of the community of 
35,000 has been organized in a voluntary child health program. Cur- 
rently under the codirection of Dr. Lloyd E. Harris and Dr. Ben- 
jamin Spock, the latter the author of the best-selling The Common 
Sense Book of Baby and Child Care, the Child Health Institute 
takes Rochester babies from the day of birth (or of conception, with 
ultracooperative mothers) and tries to steer them through all the

pitfalls of both physical and emotional development, Drs. Spock 
and Harris and their staff meantime attentively taking notes. Ulti- 
mately, as Dr. Spock defines the job, they hope “to learn what 
makes for good physical, intellectual, emotional and social devel- 
opment, what part is played by constitution, what parental meth- 
ods and attitudes foster successful adjustment, and what other en- 
vironmental factors seem important. Of equal importance is to learn, 
with more certainty than psychiatry has been allo to provide from 
retrospective study of the mentally ill, what are the earliest and 
basic causes of disturbances and at what precise stages of develop- 
ment the personality is most vulnerable to injury." From this broad- 
scaleexperiment, and fromsmaller ones now going on in such assorted 
places as the Samuel S. Fels Research Institute for the Study of 
Human Development in Yellow Springs, Ohio, the Merrill-Palmer 
School in Detroit, the Denver Child Research Council, the Iowa 
Child Welfare Research Station, and the California Institute of 
Child Welfare, the inexact science of child guidance may get the evi- 
dence it needs to become a real science—in a decade or two or three. 

Until then Dr. Spock, for one, is careful not to jump to any un- 
qualified conclusions. His advice on psychiatric problems, when he 
gives it, is usually hemmed in with such phrases as, “It is my im- 
pression” or “It's probably a good idea," and he warns parents not 
to take him or any other expert too seriously. “. . . I want to urge 
you,” he says in the preface to his excellent book, “not to worry or 
to decide that you have made a mistake with your child on the basis 
of anything that you read in this book (or anywhere else, for that 
matter)... . We don't know all the answers yet.” 

But are parents, then, to conclude that there are no guideposts 
at all along their responsible and difficult path—that the years since 
1890 have produced nothing but a cyclic return to a fad? Even the 
most iconoclastic student of child-rearing would not go so far. As 
has been seen from Orlansky’s survey, there is concrete support for 
the beliefs that a child needs love (overt or not, so long as it is com- 
municated) and freedom (enough, at least, to prevent feelings of 
chronic frustration). Nor can the merely intuitive and deductive 
conclusions of the child psychiatrists be dismissed out of hand. In- 
tuition and deduction are valid tools of science, even of the highest 
mathematics, and the proof of their usefulness in child psychiatry 
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is that they often get results in the treatment of neurotic children, 
The point to remember about the “discoveries” of psychiatry is that 
most of them are theories only, not declarations of immutable and 
universal law, and that they should be used sparingly and gingerly 
and always tentatively. 

There is, moreover, a certain part of child study that has nothing 
to do with theory. It is as reliable, for instance, as the science of ani- 
mal husbandry and big enough to serve as a check point over all but 
the roughest terrain. Ít is the study of growth, particularly as car- 
ried on at the Yale Child Study Center under Dr. Arnold Gesell. 

When he retired in 1948—to be succeeded by Dr. Milton J. E. 
Senn—Dr. Gesell had spent 37 years finding out what nature, with 
no help at all from anyone, has decided children should be like. In

doing so he and his associates studied some 12,000 New Haven chil- 
dren from newborn to age 10 under all the varying circumstances 
they could create in the clinic’s large and ingeniously equipped lab- 
oratory. They found, for example, that 2-year-olds customarily 
dawdle, that 3-year-olds often imagine themselves to be animals 
or invent invisible playmates, that most 4-year-olds are bossy and 
rude—not because of anything that anyone has done or not done for 
them but because these are normal developmental phases of child- 
hood. In general they found that children are what they are because 
of the sequence of neurological and physiological growth; that, con- 
sequently, they should not be “treated as young adults,” in John 
B. Watson’s phrase, but as the limited, unfinished creatures they 
are. The results are summarized in Gesell's Infant and Child in the 
Culture of Today and The Child from Five to Ten. An attentive 
reading will help much to soothe the troubled parent; for by know- 
ing what to expect, and even more important, what not to expect 
before a child has developed the physical and emotional equipment 
enabling him to meet given demands, the parent will not mistake 
mere developmental episodes for “problems,” nor create real and 
serious problems by pushing a child beyond his capacities. Pending 
a reading of these books, parents might well commit to memory 
Robert Louis Stevenson's Whole Duty of Children, with heavy 
emphasis on the last line: 


A child should always say 
And speak when he is spoken to 
And behave mannerly at table 
At least as far as he is able. 


y what's true 


From the growth studies, then, comes one good and factually 
substantiated rule for being happy, though a parent. It is: children of 
the same age are pretty much the same, and there is no reason to worry 
if they act their age. For that matter there is no reason to worry if 
in some ways they are below the "norms" for their age, for all chil- 
dren have their own special rates in all the many aspects of growth. 
In the long run they come out about even. Instead of a psychiatrist, 
what the "backward" child usually needs is to grow up some more. 

And that, in turn, suggests another good rule, supported by evi. 
dence from the fields of genetics, psychology, morphology and endo- 
crinology. It is: every child is different from every other child, and

I. the early years of the Republic, an unknown American artist 
painted the picture shown here to sum up the spirit of a new nation. 
A young and fair Columbia, the crown of Great Britain under her 
foot, lays the victor’s wreath on the brow of George Washington. 
The long and bloody war for independ- 
ence has been won. 

Next week Lire will present the story 
of that war as it really happened—and 
as it has never been presented before.

Forall of the pictures presented to the editors, Reporter Jane Wil- 
son dug up reams of research about the artists, the people portrayed, 
the events depicted. Another reporter set out to find the war's vital 
statistics, which are not easy to pin 
down. How many soldiers fought on 
both sides? How many casualties were 
there? What was the quality of the 
fighting men and the weapons they 
fought with? How many Indians and 
loyalists fought with the British? Al- 
though some of these questions could 
not be answered completely, Lire col- 
lected more facts and figures of this 
kind than have ever heretofore been 
brought together in one place.

You will find Washington 
losing his temper—and losing many a 
battle. You will see Benedict Arnold 
as brave general as well as traitor, and 
find a self-portrait of Major André, 
sketched in prison the day before he 
showed Americans “that an English- 
man knows how to die." You will also meet a man named Kilroy, 
who was there when the British opened fire in the Boston Massacre, 
and learn about many another ragged and miserable soldier. 

And through the whole story runs the temper of the times. As 
Writer Robert Wallace describes it next week, “It was a rising of 
the spirit, a clean wind lifting just before the dawn, brushing away 
the night and crying that men somewhere might be free."

parents shouldn't worry if their child acts like the kind he is. There is 
no paradox involved: the second rulesimply reflects the facts of indi- 
vidual heredity. Children probably are born with certain talents, 
such as mechanical ability or a “head for figures,” and probably also 
with a certain basic level of intelligence. They are born, moreover, 
with a certain glandular balance, a certain predisposition to frailty 
or ruggedness, and a certain basic body formation. Such things ac- 
count for the infinite variety of humankind—for the fact that no 
two people on earth, not even so-called identical twins, begin life 
with the same physical and mental equipment. The differences in 
children tend to make them react differently in given situations. 
Thus, to some degree at least, "character" is determined in the first. 
moment of conception, in the wholly fortuitous intermingling and 
selection of genes when the sperm meets the egg. Parents who keep 
that fact in mind will be better equipped to understand, forgive and 
cope with the unique individual who is their child. 

Many of these qualities are, of course, subject to modification. 
There can be no argument with the theory that experience molds 
character; before Horney or Watson or even Freud, Tennyson had 
summed it up in Ulysses’ self-analysis: "I am a part of all that I have 
met." A child is the product not only of biology, and not only of 
hereditary mechanisms, but obviously also of his special environ- 
ment. What can parents do about that? 

They can use the ordinary good sense which, by the adult stage 
in their own biological development, Nature presumably has given 
them. There is no scientific formula for good environment: anyone 
who can read and write and who has been exposed to the rules of 
civilization has a working knowledge of what it means. For most par- 
ents the danger probably is not that they will knowingly expose their 
child to "bad influences” but that in their desire only for “good” 
ones they may protect him too much. The fact is that no one has 
the information and judgment to decide in all cases what is bad, as 
the lives of great men oft remind us. Parents can only hope and try 
for the best, according to their own lights; and if trouble comes, look 
for the cause; and if a cause is found, do what they can to remove it. 
In most cases they will not find it in the nasty little boy down the 
block, or even in the unsympathetic schoolteacher, but in them- 
selves—for the simple reason that a child's life centers in the home, 
and a home is what parents make it. The first fundamental for good 
erivironment is honest parental self-appraisal, not in a spirit of mor- 
bid introspection but of objective inquiry 

"Preventive psychiatry,” in short, for all its awesome connota- 
tions, is as fundamental as Father's easy chair and Mother's apple 
pie. It was summed up well by Dr. C. Anderson Aldrich when he 
wrote, "To give a baby all the warmth, comfort, and cuddling that he 
seems to need; to adjust our habit-training to his individual rhythm; 
and to see that he has an opportunity to exercise each new accom- 
plishment as it emerges; these are the beginnings of a forward-look- 
ing program in mental hygiene." 

Or to put it even more briefly, as Dr. Spock has done: “. . . The 
more people have studied different methods of bringing up children 
the more they have come to the conclusion that what good mothers 
and fathers instinctively feel like doing for their babies is usually 
best after all.”
